TRUCK DRIVER PAYS 
RAILROAD DAMAGES 
The respective rights of railways 
and motor vehicles at grade ‘crossings 
figured conspicuously in a recent de- 
cision by the Municipal Court of Cleve- 
land in which the New York Ceutral 
railroad wag awarded judgment in the 
sum of $331.26 for damage done to a. 
locomotive in a collision with a heavy 
‘motor truck. 


The evidence showed that on Noy- 
ember 13,‘ 1921) Harold L, Wilcox 


grade crossing at Wickcliffe,. Ohio, 
with the result.that it was liit by a 
fast passenger train, doing consider- 
‘able damage to the locomotive. 

The crossing where the accident 
occurred is 24 feet- wide, planked, 
‘stone filled and was jn good condition. 
‘Regular crossing signs were located 
on each side of tlie track. ~ 

Wilcox sald he had the windshield 
and the curtains closed on the cab 
of his truck but saw the headlight of 
a train coming from the east; howeyer 
it looked fo be about a mile away, so 
he continued ahead at a speed of 
about four miles an hour, The front 
wheels ‘of the truck crossed the track 
on which the train was coming and 
then the motor stalled, leaving the 
truck standing squarely across the 
track, There was no time to signal 
the train to stop, the driver jumping 
from his seat just ‘in time to escape 
injury and probably death. 

The railroad company brought suit 
for damages to its locomotive, alleging 
that the accident was due totally to 
| the negligence of the driver, ‘and the 
court awarded the company judgment 
in the, full amount of its claim. 

The court's decision in this case 
makes clear that the rights of passen- 
gers on trains to protection at grade 
crossings are paramount to those of 
persons riding in motor vehicles.

Procrastination on the part of those 
intending to order seed may end in 
disappointment, because the bulk of 
seed orders’ received by seed hauses 
are received late in the season. The 
orders that are gent In early are li- 
able to receive oxactly what they 
asked for, whereas orders sent in la- 
ter may recelve. many substitutions, 

The requirements, whether general 
or specific, ag the case may be, will 
have some influence on the choice to 
be made, However, it is a well known 
fact, and most people are well agreed 
upon it, that carliness, ylelding abil- 
ity, uniformity and quality are the 
chief deciding factors when making 
a choféee of varieties for a garden, 
whether commercial or for hoine use. 
It is here that discrimination has to 
be appled, because there are many 
novelties being offered which may 
prove satisfactory and maybe not. 
Where it ig desired to introduce new 
early varieties, it is a good policy to 
refer to definite data dealing with this 
particular question, and in this way 
find out from the ‘reports of -experi- 
ments the performance of each sort. 
For instance, in the case of early corn, 
there is early Malcolm and Sweet 
Squaw, both of which are fully ten 
days earlier than our best early var- 
fety, Both of these are white, but 
possess such quality, earliness and 
yielding ability that they can be re- 
commended to the public with — cer- 
tainty, The same: performance holds 
in the case of tomatoes of which there 
is the Alacrity, It has become quite 
well known as a variety for earliness, 
quality and yielding ability. If such 
yarieties are added to the garden tests 
or other varieties that have become 
known, there ig little doubt but that 
the results will "he very satisfactory,

vehat a tremendous enterprise the 
hotel is. 

To run the hotel—whieh has ap- 
proximately 600) rooms—requires a 
year-round staff of about 400 em- 

ployees, <The comparatively smali 
Peitee of ‘keeping paint work and 
kalsomining in spotless. condition 
and cleaning the ornate plaster work 
around the rotunda requires’ the con-' 
tinuous services of.five painters and 
‘ten helpers, \ 

These men are hard put to it to 

keep ahead of the\ dirt which. is 
brought. into the hotel'on the smoke- 
laden air, While they are keeping 
the walls and ceilings ‘bright no less 
than seven rotunda cleaners are at 
work each day keening floors and 
windows immaculate and /seeing that 
worn-out, electric, light bulbs — no 
mean task in itself — are instantly 
renewed. 
, But it is in the downstairs regions 
of the hotel, far_from the gaze of 
traveilers, that the majority of the 
jarge. number 
their days. In 
where light and power for the hotel 
are made there are five engineers; 
a chief, three third-class and one 
fourth-class. There are four stokers, 
four ashmen, two shovelers and two 
truckmen. 

Then there are basement cleaners, 
store-room men, four kitchen ¢lean- 
ers, two printers—for menus—a 
yardman, an iceman, five food check- 
ers and three men on food control. 
It is the duty of the last named to; 
see that every ounce-of food which 
‘Jeaves the storerooms js tabulated, 
so that at the end of each day: the 
profits on dining room operation 
can be instantly checked. 


The kitchen is the largest unit of |; 


the hotel. Here there are a chef 
with forty-eight assistant cooks to 
serve the dining-room and grijl. For 
the lunch counter there are three 
separate cooks, Two of the cooks 


du nothing but broiling, three do no- | 


thing but frying, three eook vege- 
tables exclusively and there are six 
pastry cooks. In addition, there are 
cooks for boiling eggs, some who 
make tea, others for coffee, one man 


who spends his life making toast and | 


another whose sole duty is to clean 
and open oysters. 

The quantity of food necessary to 
feed the guests in one day would, 
appal the average housewife. No 
Jess than ninety dozen eggs are used ! 
daily. Between 3,000 and 5,000 lunch 


and dinner rolls are baked each day. * 


To butter these, and for cooking, 100 
pounds of creamery butter are used 
each day. Carrots are consumed at 
the rate of 100 pounds a day and 
between 800 and 1000 pounds of 
potatoes are used each twenty-four 
hours. Other veectables are used in 
quantities of from fifty to 500 
pounds according: to how many 
guests there are in the house, 

It takes from eighteen to twenty 
rallons of cream, fifty gallons o 
milk and from 17F to 200 pounds of 
poultry each day to satisfy the de-| 
mands of the ruests Winter and' 
summer the ice plant of the hotel 
turns out ten tons of ice each day, 

Even buying at ‘owest, wholesale 
prices, food uene costs the hotel 
from $1500 tu $2000 daily.
